Will Give Dixon Service of 
Fast Trains Each Day.

CELEBRATED 
ANNIVERSARIES 


Of Founding of Homeopathy and 
Hahnemann Medical College.

A nd 
the gre a t San Joa qu in valley of C ali­ 
fornia has prod u ced its quota. One of 
the best know n of these men w as J a s ­ 
p e r H arrell, w ho had his hom e in T u ­ 
lare county, b u t whose business tra ns ­ 
actions c arried him all over the s ta te 
and into oth er 
states as well. No one 
had a w id er acqu aintance th an Mr. 
H arrell, for he was one of the very 
early se ttle rs In th a t region, and be lit­ 
erally grew up w ith th e valley. H e w as 
an exceedingly p op u lar m an, and th is 
w as probably one reason why he Nour­ 
ished as a ra nc h e r and stockm an and 
am assed a goodly fortu ne before the 
close of the nineteenth century. 
H e 
hand led large h erd s of cattle and w as 
a d e ale r in and grow er of hay and b a r­ 
ley to such an e xte nt th at he cam e to 
be fam iliarly nicknam ed “B arley” H a r­ 
rell. 
O ne b righ t sp ring day long b efore 
th e S outhern 
Pacific railroad w ound 
its crooked double line 
track up and 
over the T eh ach ap i m ountains from th e 
gre a t valley 
Into the 
M ojave d e se rt 
Mr. H a rrell and his father-in-law s ta r t­ 
ed from th eir home in T ulare cou nty 
to rid e on horseback to Los A ngeles, 
a 
d ista nc e of 250 
miles at least. 
B u t 
such lengthy journeys 
were not infre ­ 
qu ently 
undertaken by 
stockm en a nd 
m erch ants in 
those anterailroad d ays 
In 
C alifornia. 
The two men stop p ed 
ov ernigh t 
wherever tw ilight 
caught 
them, for th e country 
w as a lm ost un­ 
inhabited. 
One night in crossing the Tehachapi 
range they made their camp in a grove 
of scrubby oak and brush. 
Their 
horses were staked out to graze, and 
after a meager meal around the camp­ 
fire the two men arranged their bed 
for the night. Mr. Harrell had around 
him a strong, wide buckskin belt in 
which he carried $1,600 in gold coin. 
With this he intended purchasing a 
number of cattle rated as feeders, and 
these would then be driven back into 
the valley and prepared for the mar­ 
kets. 
Unbuckling his heavy money 
belt, he threw it on the ground under 
his saddle, which ftp always used as a 
pillow In camping out.

Washingto n, April 27. — Tt is ad­ 
mitted at the state departm ent that 
co nferences have been in pro gress fo r 
the last three mo nths

United StateR embassy at Berlin and 
the German fo reign o ffice respecting 
the effect upo n the existing recipro city 
agreem ent between the United States 
and Germany o f the o peratio n o f the 
new trade treaties co ncluded between 
Germany o n the o ne side and Belgium, 
Italy, 
Austria-Hungary, 
Ro umania, 
Russia. Switzerland and So rvia o n the 
o tfcer, but so far Ambassado r To wer 
has no t no tified the department that 
the German go vernment has decided 
to term inate the existing arrangem ent. 


“ T a riff W a r” a P o« « lb ility . 
The effect o f a fo rmal declaratio n 
o f that kind wo uld l>e very serio us, it 
is feared, and To wer is no w engaged 
In o ne o f the mo st difficult and co m­ 
plex tasks which he has yet been called 
upo n to discharge. If the arrangem ent 
is deno unced 
and 
no substitute is 
fo und, then it may he that the United 
States and Germany will so o n beco me 
invo lved in a tariff war which wo uld 
certainly pro ve disastro us to o ne o r 
bo th o f the principals, In view o f the 
vast amo unt o f trade between the two 
co untries which wo uld be affected. 


G erm a n y M ake« New T rea ties. 
The situatio n in brief at this 
mo ­ 
ment Is as fo llo ws: 
In July 1900, a 
recipro city arrangem ent was entered 
into between the United States and

the German view is co rrect, especially 
in view o f o ur o wn co ntentio n rela­ 
tive to the mo st favo red natio n prin­ 
ciple. 
The German view as held at the fo r­ 
eign o ffice and a t the ministry o f the 
interio r Is that the United States can­ 
no t reaso nably expect to share in spe­ 
cial benefits given by Germany to cer­

Sho uld 
the United States have the same ad­ 
vantages witho ut giving anything in 
return the treaty co untries co uld justly 
co mplain th at they were in effect dis­ 
criminated against because fro m them 
certain things were exacted by bargain 
which were freely given to the United 
States.

That Tempted Jim the Penman. 


Druseov itch, the famous detectiv e, 
once declared that, while it was won­ 
derful how some of the famous crimi­ 
nals he captured hud become crimi­ 
nals, then* were others who appeared 
as if they couid nev er hav e been any­ 
thing else. The first step in crime was 
made by persons of the first class un­ 
der the most v arious circumstances— 
passion, temptation, despair—but by 
the persons of the second class through 
what seemed sheer criminal instinct. 
Many of the most notorious wrong­ 
doers hav e, if their own impressions 
are t o r e t t e d era, been tempted to 
launch into crime by the most acci­ 
dental circumstances. 
Jim the Pen­ 
man, the great forger, whose forgeries 
created a panic among London bank­ 
ers for sev eral years and who was at 
last brought to Justice by the confes­ 
sions of two of his accomplices, when 
he was condemned to penal serv itude 
for life said that the idea of forgery 
nev er occurred to him till it was sug­ 
gested by the chance remark of a 
casual acquaintance whom he met in 
a London restaurant where he was 
dining. 
The stranger chanced to allude to a 
forgery that bad been committed and 
remarked how clev er a penman must 
be to be able to imitate a signature 
ho 
closely that a skilled bank clerk couid 
not distinguish the forgery from the 
real one. 
Jim thought it would be 
easy, and pen, ink and paper were 
brought for him to try his hand at 
imitating the stranger’s signature. The 
result was so wonderful that the 
stranger remarked: 
“lo u possess a dangerous gift, sir. 
A man might be tempted with it to do 
much at a pinch.” 
Till that moment Jim the Penm an- 
then James Saward, the barrister, 
desperately in want of money—de­ 
clared he had nev er thought of forgery 
as a means of liv elihood. 
The words 
rang in his ears as a rev elation of bow 
he might gain thousands. He became 
the clev erest forger of modern times. 
A man does not become a coiner all 
at once. It requires long, laborious and 
constant practice to acquire the pro­ 
ficiency to turn out base money which 
will pass undetected from hand to 
band. But the most casual chance has 
led men to adopt coining as a means 
of preying on their fellows. 
Woodstock, the coiner, samples of 
whose marv elous work are to be seen 
In the Black museum at Scotland Yard, 
was, as a young fellow, a tailor’s as­ 
sistant. 
One Saturday afternoon he 
was In a public house in the south of 
London with the girl to whom he was 
engaged. Upon her leav ing a stranger 
remarked to Woodstock how pretty 
she was and Jokingly asked when the 
wedding was to be. 
Woodstock la­ 
mented that there was not much chance 
of that happening for a long time. His 
meager wages forbade the hope. The 
stranger was Draker. a coiner, and he 
hinted that If Woodstock—such a nice 
faced, respectable looking young fel­ 
low—was poor it was bis own fault. 
Draker had heaps of bad money he 
wanted passed. Woodstock was tem pt-1 
ed and, after a struggle with himself, 
consented to take some of the coins. 
He found them so defectiv e, howev er, 
that they were difficult to pass, and he 
criticised Praker’s work so sev erely 
that Praker inv ited him to ‘‘see if he 
could do bettor himself,” and he would 
teach him all he knew. 
Woodstock 
easily surpassed his master. He had a 
wonderful gift for delicate manual 
work and a brain to discov er new 
methods. His “den,” when he was at 
last run down by Inspector Fox, was 
found fitted with all the latest scien­ 
tific machines that could be applied to 
counterfeit coining. 
In the famous case of Martin Guerre 
the launching on a criminal course jfras 
the result of an extraordinary chance 
and a sudden resolv e. Martin Guerre 
was a soldier and was mortally wound­ 
ed In a skirmish In the north of France. 
Among his comrades was a man re­ 
markably like him and with whom 
Guerre had contracted a great friend­ 
ship. The two used to be always to­ 
gether and enjoyed the joke of their 
strange resemblance. Guerre's double 
was with him when he was dying, and 
Guerre with his last breath begged 
his comrade to carry some little trin­ 
kets be had to his wife at home. The 
double assented and proceeded to ful­ 
fill bis promise faithfully. When he ar­ 
riv ed at the v illage on his mission he 
learned that Guerre’s wife had during 


her. To her profound astonishment she 
discov ered her loss made up to her ov er 
and ov er again by charitable specta­ 
tors. 
The incident suggested a much easier 
way of making a liv ing than by domes­ 
tic serv ice, and Alice Grey a few days 
later was weeping on another milway 
station platform. Passersby asked the 
cause and were told that she lia^ had 
her purse snatched from her hand by a 
man whom she described. There was 
a hue and cry raised at once, and an 
unfortunate wretch was found exactly 
answering to Alice Grey’s description. 
Almost unthinkingly Alice Grey ac­ 
cused him. 
*‘Oh, you hard hearted creature, to 
rob a poor, innocent girl of her hard 
earned sav ings!” she sobl>ed. 
The 
man had not a good character, and al­ 
though he loudly protested his inno­ 
cence and nothing was found on him 
to connect him with the robbery he 
was haled away, and Alice Grey found 
that she had gone so far that she could 
hardly now draw back. 
When the 
man was tried and found guilty and 
condemned to four months’ Imprison­ 
ment a collection was made in court 
for Alice Grey, and the whole thing 
"paid so well” that she became from 
that tirne^a professional accuser of un­ 
fortunate people. 
The first step In crime in the case 
of Goudle, the Liv erpool bank clerk 
who robbed his bank of something like 
£ 170,000, 
was 
“manipulating” 
the 
books so as to hide his taking £ 40 to 
back a horse that was, the young fool 
thought, “bound to win.” 
From the 
winnings he would replace the “bor­ 
rowed money,” while retaining a hand­ 
some sum himself. The horse of course 
lost, but the defalcation remained un­ 
discov ered, and Goudle was tempted 
to repeat It for a larger amount. The 
result—four years’ penal serv itude. 
Robson, who defrauded the Crystal 
Palace company of £ 27,000, took a 
small amount at first for a stock ex­ 
change gamble. He lost and went on. 
Leopold ltedpath, who In 18 57 was 
sentenced to penal serv itude for life 
f<jr defrauding the Great Northern 
Railway company of close upon £ 200,- 
000, declared that the first forgery 
he committed was to obtain money to 
assist some poor people in great dis­ 
tress. 
The statement might be regarded 
with a good deal of suspicion if his 
career did not disclose the fact that 
while Redpath was committing the 
most crafty and calculated frauds he 
was at the same time scattering the 
money he obtained among v arious 
charities and priv ately assisting scores 
of people in distressed circumstances. 
When he was sentenced at the central 
criminal court there were persons in 
court who burst into tears. They were 
people whom he bad befriended. 
Harry Benson, the instigator of the 
great turf frauds and of numberless 
other swindles; the Bid wells, the great 
forgers, and Lefroy, the murderer of 
Mr. Gold on the Brighton line, are 
types of criminals who seem to hav e 
been such by some queer moral per­ 
v ersity born in them. In each of them 
there was a gradual dev elopment of 
the terrible “criminal instinct,” show­ 
ing Itself in their earliest mingling 
with others—in the school and play­ 
ground, in their v ery first companion­ 
ships. 
No one can point to any par­ 
ticular ev ent in their liv es as the first 
Introduction to criminal courses. 
It 
seemed Innate and showed Itself in the 
prettiest trickery in childish inter­ 
course. 
It has been noticed that the most no­ 
torious criminals In v arious spheres of 
crime are recruited from the ranks of 
persons engaged in special occupations 
and professions.

The art of the gold beater is one of 
the oldest handicrafts in the world 
and among those which hav e changed 
least Much of the decoration of Solo­ 
mon’s temple Is believ ed to hav e been 
cov ered with gold leaf, hammered to 
the requisite thinness by hand, as It 
Is today. 
The gold beater receiv es his material 
not in the form of the sixty penny­ 
weight ingot in which it is cast, but 
in the form of a ribbon about an Inch 
wide and twenty-four feet long. 
This ribbon is first cut into 200 
squares and placed in the “cutch,’' 
which Is a pile of square pieces of a 
peculiar paper, part animal and part 
v egetable In composition, the prepara 
tlon of which Is a secret 
The best 
cutches are made in London. A square 
pf gold is placed between each two 
leav es and the whole mass Is ready 
for the first beating. 
This In done with an iron hammer 
weighing from twelv e to sev enteen 
pounds, while the cutch rests upon a 
granite block which is supported by 
a heav y wooden post 
Under the heav y, measured blows of 
the hammer the sheets of gold begin 
to stretch or expand until in half or 
three-quarters of an hour they hav e 
reached the edges of the cutch. They 
are then remov ed and with a thin 
strip of bamboo are cut into quarters, 
so that the 200 pieces become 8 00. 
Next comes the “shoder,” a collection 
of 8 00 pieces of skin, four inches 
square, made from the intestines of 
cattle.. As in the cutch, each piece 
of gold Is placed between two leav es 
of skin, and bands of parchment or 
v ellum are slipped ov er the whole pile 
to keep It together. 
Another beating, this time with 
a 
hammer weighing from eight to ten 
pounds, now follows. This takes about 
an hour, during which the sheets of 
gold are all the time expanding. 
The last stage Is the “mold,” which, 
like the cutch and the shoder, Is com­ 
posed of alternate leav es of gold and 
skin, but the mold is about fiv e Inches 
square and made up of gold beater's 
skin. The preparation of this Is a Jeal­ 
ously guarded trade secret. 
The skin, like that In the shoder, Is 
made from the Intestines of the ox. It 
Is translucent and not unlike rawhide 
in color. Although* It will stand con­ 
tinuous beating without breaking. It 
will tear like a sheet of thin paper. 
The making of a single mold requires 
the intestines of 500 bullocks. Between 
each two beatings the skin is rubbed 
with baked and pulv erized gypsum. 
A mold contains 1,000 sheets. After 
the second beating the workman takes 
from the shoder a single leaf of gold at 
a time, handling It with bamboo pinch­ 
ers and, when necessary, smoothing 
It with a rabbit’s foot. With the strip 
of bamboo he cuts each sheet Into quar­ 
ters again, so that the original 200 
hav e now become 8 ,200. One shoder. 
therefore, contains more than enough 
gold to fill three molds. 
The final beating In the mold Is done 
with a sev en pound hammer and re­ 
quires from three to four hours. By 
this time the gold leaf should hav e ex­ 
panded again to the edge of the skins 
and should 
of the requisite thinness, 
which Is determined by holding it up 
to the light. If It transmits gree* rays 
It Is done and will measure about one 
two-hundred-and-eighty-thousandth of 
an Inch In thickness. 
The hammers used In beating gold 
are slightly conv ex on the face. The 
art of the workman consists In so strik­ 
ing that the gold will always be thin­ 
nest In the center. He must pound 
with ev enness all ov er the square In 
order that the sheets of gold may ex­ 
pand without losing their form, but at 
the same time he must keep the thick­ 
est part near the edges, so that when 
the sheets are finally trimmed to size 
the thicker portions may fall -In the 
waste, to be recast. No machinery has 
ev er been dev ised which will do this 
successfully. 
The tools of the craf are interesting 
and peculiar. The rabolt’s foot is ex­ 
ceedingly soft and just oily enough to 
prev ent the gold from sticking, and 
the bamboo pliers and cutting slips 
are the only things with which It Is 
possible to do this delicate work. The 
gold does not adhere to the fibers of 
the reed as 4t does to steel. 
The gold beater performs all his 
work standing. The use of the heav y 
hammers In such continuous pounding 
would, one would think, impose an al­ 
most Intolerable strain upon the hands 
and arms. 
The men say, howev er, 
that their arms nev er ache. The only 
place where “it catches them” is in 
the bend of the knee. 
The lack of strain upon the arms Is 
accounted for by the fact that the 
hammer rebounds. 
It is an astonish­ 
ing but by no means a rare thing to see 
a gold beater change hands while the 
hammer is in the air and without los­ 
ing a stroke.—Edward Willlston Trentz 
in Youth’s Companion.
